.'ome to tile two fonr-yearohl stars named. Prinee 
Palatine won lli<' Cup in tlie faultless fashion of a 
rv'ally great race horst', with tlie game, but diminn 
live. Frem-h mare, Rassi' Poinle. in nearest, but 
fruitless, piirsnit. AlllHingh having no elianee 
against Prim-e Palatine, she is a little wonder in 
r« s|K'et to eonrage and weiglil carrying aliility over 
long (listama's. Tlie Two 'Flioiisand Guineas winner, 
SweeiMT II.. was twiee Is'alen, tinishing second to 
Traeer.v in the SI. James Palace Stakes on 'nuirsda.v 
and to Hector in the F'ift.v-ninlli Triennial .Slakes 
on Frida.v. In the lalti'r race lie was attempting to 
concede Hector si'viuitccn iMinnds and failed in a 
hard task. Imt conlirmeil his Two Tlionsanil form by 
giving Jaeger live iMuinds and a licating for second 
I'lacc. Hector is a smart lailt lluit will win more 
raia's and il was no disgrace to lie beaten by liitn at 
sneh a big differem-e in weigiit. In the St. James 
Palace Stakes Sweeper II. eanled 12li ismnds to ll!l 
on Tracery, hut tlie latter is istw estimated to lie 
(•rohahly Hie iK'st three-year-<dd of tlie .vear and 
would evident I.V liave won easily at even weights.
